ANMABOOGEY 
BODY/UNIVERSE 


I was reading recently that someone 
said that the two areas of spirituality 
which need to be explored for the rest of 
this century are the body and the environ- 
ment. At first sight that seems to be taking 
us in two diametrically opposite direc- 
tions. After all, one’s body is deeply 


- personal and the environment is totally 


universal. And also is it not strange to be 
talking about a spirituality of these two 
things? The fact is that the body and the 
total environment of the planet are deeply 
connected and always have been. For 
centuries the human mind has been 
fascinated at the possibility that the pat- 
tern of the human body and the pattern of 
all creation are reflections of each other. 
For instance, if you look at the outline of a 
Gothic Cathedral from the air, you see the 
outline of a human body against the earth. 
The long nave is the trunk, the sanctuary 
the head and the transepts the arms. That 
was not an accident. It arose from the in- 
stinctive feeling that somehow the shape 
of the human body could be used to 
express other levels of reality. Later on 
Shakespeare more than once speaks of 
the body as a microcosm of the universe. 
Now let’s go back to that remark about 
our need in western culture to develop a 
spirituality both of the body and the 
environment. More and more today, both 
in traditional religion and in the new 
philosophies, we are hearing about the 
value of thinking about our bodies as 
microcosms of the whole planet, a tiny 
ecosystem just as the plant is a great 
ecosystem. Our growing realization is that 
as we care for the one we must also care 
for the other.

The person who had died had been a 
devout man. He had been a rather private 
person. The only out—of—character thing 
about him was that he used to drive 
around the village in a blue MG sports car. 
However in the English scene that was no 
more than a very mild eccentricity! But 
just a day or two before the service the 
vicar picked up the Daily Telegraph only to 
read that Michael Oakeshott, the man 
who had died, had been the greatest 
political philosopher in the Anglo Saxon 
tradition since John Stuart Mill or Edmund 
Burke. Later at the service, the vicar said, 
“It would appear that we have had a very 
great man living among us.” 

The sentence stayed in my mind. | 
couldn’t help wondering how often it 
happens that within a community there is 
a woman or a man of quite extraordinary 
significance and most people are quite 
unaware of his or her significance. It may 
be because their gifts are in some highly 
specialized but extremely important field. 
Quite apart from this, | suspect we would 
all be surprised at the greatness — in many 
senses of that word — of those around us, 
could we but know it.

ANTHOLOGY 


NOTHING IS MORE SURPRISING than 
the rise of the new within ourselves. We 
do not foresee or observe its growth. We 
do not try to produce it by the strength of 
our will, by the power of our emotion, or 
by the clarity of our intellect. On the 
contrary, we feel that by trying to produce 
it we prevent its coming. By trying, we 
would produce the old in the power of the 
old, but the new in the power of the new. 
The new being is born in us, just when we 
least believe in it. It appears in remote 
corners of our souls which we have 
neglected for a long time. It opens up 
deep levels of our personality which had 
been shut out by old decisions and old 
exclusions.

That is the 
first thing we must say about the new: it 
appears when and where it chooses. We 
cannot force it, and we cannot calculate it. 
Readiness is the only condition for it.

_ In the old Liturgies of the Church, the Advent Offices made a 
very vivid preparation for the coming of our Lord to Earth. 
This Carol Service, which is taken largely from the one used in 
King’s College, Cambridge, is designed to include as many of 
these features as possible. Properly, the choir should be moving 
- in Procession from West to East, from ‘Darkness to Light’, but 
the short length of our Nave only allows us to do this 
`. symbolically. First, from the chancel gallery the ancient 
Advent Prose, and a Carol, announce the hope of the Messiah. 
After a bidding Prayer, the choir enters, singing St. Ambrose’ s 
great hymn, “Come, thou Redeemer of the earth”. Prophetic 
lections alternate with carols. Finally the Gospel of the 
Redemption replaces the Prophets and the whole congregation 
stands to say with the Minister the last Responsory of Advent, 
and to sing the great Advent hymn, “O come, Emmanuel”.

What I’m looking for in the 
Bible is truth. If you look at the great 
protagonists in the Old and New 
Testaments, not one of them is 
qualified to do what God is asking 
that individual to do. (In a sense 
we're all unqualified.) God goes to 
great pains to pick the unqualified. If 
you were starting a nation, would you 
pick a woman past menopause and a 
man a hundred years old? That 
doesn’t seem sensible, but that’s 
what God did. The message is clear. 
If you think you’re qualified, you 
might believe you did a good job. If 
you know you’re unqualified, you 
realize you can only accomplish 
something because you’re empow- 
ered by God.”

WORK AND ART 


Martha Graham, for 70 years a dancer 
and choreographer, died at age 96 in April. 
Writing in the New York Times (4/7/91), 
Agnes DeMille ranked Graham with Igor 
Stravinsky, Bela Bartok, Frank Lloyd Wright 
and Pablo Picasso as a giant in the last 100 
years of art and sensibility. 

In addition to being a great dancer, 
Graham was also articulate about her art 
and about all work as a vocation: “I believe 
that we learn by practice. Whether it means 
to learn to dance by practicing dancing or to 
learn to live by practicing living, the 
principles are the same. In each it is the 
performance of a dedicated precise set of 
acts, physical or intellectual, from which 
comes shape of achievement, a sense of 
one’s being, a satisfaction of spirit. One 
becomes in some sense an athlete of God.” 

In 1954 Graham wrote: “I think the 
reason dance has held such an ageless 
magic for the world is that it has been the 
symbol of the performance of living. Many 
times | hear the phrase ‘the dance of life’ 

.. The instrument through which the dance 
speaks is also the instrument through which 
life is lived: the human body...Dancing 
appears glamorous, easy, delightful. But the 
path to the paradise of achievement is no 
easier than any other. There is fatigue so 
great that the body cries, even in its sleep. 
There are times of complete frustration; 
there are daily small deaths. | need all the 
comfort that practice has stored in my 
memory, and a tenacity of faith.” 

Graham also described the spirit in 
which she and other modern dancers 
worked: “We shared a denial of graceful 
attitudes. We wanted Grace itself—from 
God. We were looking for the truth.”

WORK AND ART 


Martha Graham, for 70 years a dancer 
and choreographer, died at age 96 in April. 
Writing in the New York Times (4/7/91), 
Agnes DeMille ranked Graham with Igor 
Stravinsky, Bela Bartok, Frank Lloyd Wright 
and Pablo Picasso as a giant in the last 100 
years of art and sensibility. 

In addition to being a great dancer, 
Graham was also articulate about her art 
and about all work as a vocation: “I believe 
that we learn by practice. Whether it means 
to learn to dance by practicing dancing or to 
learn to live by practicing living, the 
principles are the same. In each it is the 
performance of a dedicated precise set of 
acts, physical or intellectual, from which 
comes shape of achievement, a sense of 
one’s being, a satisfaction of spirit. One 
becomes in some sense an athlete of God.” 

In 1954 Graham wrote: “I think the 
reason dance has held such an ageless 
magic for the world is that it has been the 
symbol of the performance of living. Many 
times | hear the phrase ‘the dance of life’ 

.. The instrument through which the dance 
speaks is also the instrument through which 
life is lived: the human body...Dancing 
appears glamorous, easy, delightful. But the 
path to the paradise of achievement is no 
easier than any other. There is fatigue so 
great that the body cries, even in its sleep. 
There are times of complete frustration; 
there are daily small deaths. | need all the 
comfort that practice has stored in my 
memory, and a tenacity of faith.” 

Graham also described the spirit in 
which she and other modern dancers 
worked: “We shared a denial of graceful 
attitudes. We wanted Grace itself—from 
God. We were looking for the truth.”

BELLTOWER NEWS 


Christ Church has a unique resource - our 
bell tower. It is one of only four active bell 
towers in Canada. Beginning this month, all 
parishioners will have the opportunity to have 
the bells rung on Sunday between the 9:15 a.m. 
and 11:00 a.m. services. For example, you may 
wish to have the bells rung in memory of a 
loved one, or in thanksgiving for someone or 
something, or perhaps in celebration of some 
momentous occasion. 


The concept is similar to that used very 
successfully by the Altar Guild for the altar 
flowers each Sunday. Indeed, for those parish- 
ioners who have not been able to get a spot on 
the "Flower Calendar" on a particular Sunday, 
there will be the option for them to have the 
bells rung to celebrate the occasion. An 
announcement will be placed in the Sunday 
bulletin, and the donation requested will be 
$30., for which a tax receipt will be issued 
by the Church. 


Funds raised in this fashion will be used for 
the ongoing maintenance of the bells, such as 
rope replacement, and for the cost of having the 
bells tuned periodically. This year major 
renovations have been made in the bell tower to 
provide a more comfortable environment for the 
bell ringers. We hope that this will mean that 
the bells will be able to be rung in the dead of 
winter, and not silenced as was the case last 
Christmas. There remain additional renovations 
to be made, and funds raised will be used in 
this connection as well.

A very wise statement which 
comes to us across four centuries.

BELLTOWER NEWS 


Christ Church has a unique resource - our 
bell tower. It is one of only four active bell 
towers in Canada. Beginning this month, all 
parishioners will have the opportunity to have 
the bells rung on Sunday between the 9:15 a.m. 
and 11:00 a.m. services. For example, you may 
wish to have the bells rung in memory of a 
loved one, or in thanksgiving for someone or 
something, or perhaps in celebration of some 
momentous occasion. 


The concept is similar to that used very 
successfully by the Altar Guild for the altar 
flowers each Sunday. Indeed, for those parish- 
joners who have not been able to get a spot on 
the "Flower Calendar" on a particular Sunday, 
there will be the option for them to have the 
bells rung to celebrate the occasion. An 
announcement will be placed in the Sunday 
bulletin, and the donation requested will be 
$30., for which a tax receipt will be issued 
by the Church. 


Funds raised in this fashion will be used for 
the ongoing maintenance of the bells, such as 
rope replacement, and for the cost of having the 
bells tuned periodically. This year major 
renovations have been made in the bell tower to 
provide a more comfortable environment for the 
bell ringers. We hope that this will mean that 
the bells will be able to be rung in the dead of 
winter, and not silenced as was the case last 
Christmas. There remain additional renovations 
to be made, and funds raised will be used in 
this connection as well.

ANTHOLOGY 
DREAMS 


The tears of dreams can be real 
enough to wet the pillow and the passions 
of them fierce enough to make the flesh 
burn. There are times we dream our way 
to a truth or an insight so overwhelming 
that it startles us awake and haunts us for 
years to come. As easily as from room to 
room, we move from things that happened 
so long ago we had forgotten them to 
things lying ahead that may be waiting to 
happen or trying to happen still. On our 
way we are as likely to meet old friends as 
perfect strangers. Sometimes, inexplicably, 
we meet casual acquaintances who for dec- 
ades haven't so much as once crossed our 
minds. 

Freudians and Jungians, prophets and 
poets, philosophers, fortunetellers, and 
phonies all have their own claims about 
what dreams mean. Others claim they 
don’t mean a thing. But there are at least 
two things they mean that seem incontro- 
vertible. 

One of them is that we are in constant 
touch with a world that is as real to us 
while we are in it, and has as much to do 
with who we are, and whose ultimate ori- 
gin and destiny are as unknown and fasci- 
nating, as the world of waking reality. The 
other one is that our lives are a great deal 
richer, deeper, more intricately interre- 
lated, more mysterious, and less limited by 
time and space than we commonly sup- 
pose. 

People who tend to write off the valid- 
ity of the religious experience in general 
and the experience of God in particular on 
the grounds that in the Real World they can 
find no evidence for such things should 
take note. Maybe the Real World is not the 
only reality, and even if it should turn out 
to be, maybe they are not really looking at 
it realistically.

A wonderful passage from a new 
book by Ursula Le Guin. She writes, 
“Suppose a spaceship came along and 
the Captain said that there was room 
for one passenger. Will you spare us a 
single human being so that we can 
learn from an exemplary person the na- 
ture of the race? We would ship off a 
fine young man, highly educated and at 
his physical peak.” Wrong, says Le 
Guin.

ANTHOLOGY 
JACOB THE BAKER 


If you want something beautiful to give as 
a gift may | recommend a small book 
which | have mentioned to you once be- 
fore. It is not long out and it is not large. 
It’s called Jacob The Baker. The book is 
nothing more than short moments, many 
of them encounters and conversation, in 
the life of a man who is the village baker. 
He is also a very wise man but most of his 
wisdom is expressed in seeming simplici- 
ties. Their simplicity is very deceptive be- 
cause it hides profundity. Let me share 
two moments with Jacob the Baker. An at- 
tractive man and woman came to Jacob 
and asked if he could explain beauty to 
them, No said Jacob, he could not. “But 
isn't beauty truth”, they asked, “that’s what 
the poet said.” Jacob said nothing and the 
silence made the couple uncomfortable. 
“Why won’t you answer us?” they pressed 
him. “Because,” said Jacob, “I am waiting 
for you to become old. Then you will un- 
derstand the nature of beauty and the 
truth of time” Here is another moment 
with the baker. Two people came to him 
because they couldn’t communicate their 
feelings. Jacob listened. Then he said, “If 
you don’t have words, share the silence.” 
“But,” said the woman, “how can we talk 
to each other in silence?” “Ah,” said Jacob, 
“isn't that why you came to see me? Be- 
cause what isn’t said between people is 
also heard.” I’ve just shared with you two 
of the many gems in a little book called Ja- 
cob The Baker. It’s by Noah ben Shea and 
it’s published by Villard Books of New 
York. If you wish to, enjoy it.

ANTHOLOGY 
VERONESE 


In the sixteenth century there lived a 
very great painter named Veronese. You 
probably are very aware of him and of his 
work, In the year 1572 Veronese had 
recently done a painting of the Last 
Supper. It was widely acclaimed, but one 
day there came an invitation to appear 
before the Holy Office in Venice. You 
and I know the Holy Office in history as 
the Inquisition and its invitations were 
very unwelcome because they could have 
very unpleasant consequences. 
Confronting Veronese with his own 
canvas the court asked him why he had 
included a great many external elements 
in his painting. There were passers—by, 
people just loitering around, some 
people who were deformed in various 
ways, a man trying to deal with a bleeding 
nose, a couple of people scratching 
themselves, and so on. Such things, the 
Inquisition members maintained, were 
unfit for such a holy subject. In fact they 
were so very clearly unfit that unless 
there was a very good explanation there 
might even be charges of blasphemy. The 
reply of Veronese is a very simple and 
very famous one. He included these 
elements, he said, because “I thought 
these things might happen.” | thought I 
would share that moment with you 
because it communicates a great truth. It 
tells you and me that the world of the 
sacred and the so-called secular are one 
world, that the ordinary and the 
extraordinary, the mundane and the 
mystical, time and eternity, heaven and 
earth, are really one great yin and yang in 
which we walk. All we need is eyes to 
see, ears to hear and spirits to 
understand.

ANTHOLOGY 


GRIEF 


Some years ago a then unknown 
doctor gave us a kind of geography of 
the process of human grieving. Her 
name was Elizabeth Kubler—Ross. She 
showed how we tend to pass through a 
succession of grieving stages. For these 
stages there are names, names such as 
denial, rejection, anger, bargaining, 
resignation, acceptance. In other words 
Kubler—Ross suggested that in the face 
of this great mystery there was a 
universal process or pattern. In doing 
this she gave us an immensely valuable 
method to help ourselves and others at 
such times. But the other day | heard in 
a passing remark the other side of our 
ability to have a process or a system 
even for this ultimate human 
experience. A person who was going 
through a searing bereavement found 
that after a few months a well meaning 
friend, very aware and informed of the 
many insights about the grieving 
process, asked her one day if she had 
“done her grief work yet” The question 
was well meant, but the jargon 
language had the opposite effect. The 
person who was asked the question 
said that for a moment she was tempted 
to reply sarcastically “oh, yes. I’ve just 
finished chapter fifteen this afternoon.” 
It made me realize that even though we 
have formed many processes to deal 
with life we might be wise to use the 
timeless language of love and caring to 
communicate them.

Here in this piece Sir Thomas — who is 
also by the way a saint of the church — 
muses on something which speaks to us 
centuries later: 


“If you cannot pluck up bad ideas 
by the root, if you cannot cure long 
standing evils as completely as you 
would like, you must not therefore 
abandon the commonwealth. Don't give 
up the ship in a storm because you 
cannot direct the winds. And don't 
arrogantly force strange ideas on 
people who you know have set their 
minds on a different course from yours. 
You must strive to influence policy 
indirectly, handle the situation tactfully, 
and thus what you cannot turn to good, 
you may at least make less bad. For it 
is impossible to make all institutions 
good unless you make all people good, 
and that | don't expect to see for a long 
time to come.”

THE CHRIST 


When Christians call Jesus ‘the Christ’ 
they declare their belief that the man of 
Nazareth is the Agent or Word or Image of 
Son of God in a way that is not true of 
anyone else in all the world's history. We 
Christians believe this not only because of 
the impact of the teaching, healing and dying 
of Jesus as told in the Gospels, but also 
because Jesus is alive today. After his death 
something extraordinary happened to 
convince his disciples of this truth and 
although the Easter phenomena have 
remained unique Jesus has continued his 
impact as the living Lord in the experience of 
countless people. To those who open their 
hearts and lives to this impact, he comes as 
Saviour, guide and friend, and he is found to 
have the power to transform our lives so that 
they become more like his. That meeting 
with Jesus occurs in many places, times and 
forms, often far outside the institutional life of 
the Christian Church. But normally for its 
deepening it requires participation in the 
worship and life of a definitely Christian 
community, where the message of the Bible 
is proclaimed in word and deed, where the 
normal response to this Gospel is that those 
who believe and are baptized together 
celebrate the Eucharist, where the heritage 
of holy living is received from past 
generations, where we learn and gain much 
from our Christian contemporaries, and 
where we are equipped to love and serve our 
neighbours and to work in the world so that it 
may be filled with the justice which God 
demands and by the peace that he gives. In 
the Church Christians are given guidance and 
power by God as Spirit — by God as the 
creator of new life in the human heart. This 
new life produces joy, assurance and 
liberation amid the continuing experience of 
the world’s problems and sorrows. Here is a 
light which no darkness can overwhelm.

The Holy Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ according to Mark. 


Jesus said, “The kingdom of God is as if a man should scatter seed upon 
the ground, and should sleep and rise night and day, and the seed should 
sprout and grow, he knows not how. The earth produces of itself, first 
the blade, then the ear, then the full grain in the ear But when the grain 
is ripe, at once he puts in the sickle, because the harvest has come.” 
And he said, “With what can we compare the kingdom of God, or what 
parable shall we use for it? It is like a grain of mustard seed, which, 
when sown upon the ground, is the smallest of all the seeds on earth; yet 
when it is sown it grows up and becomes the greatest of all shrubs, and 
puts forth large branches, so that the birds of the air can make nests in 
the shade.” With many such parables he spoke the word to them, as 
they were able to hear it; he did not speak to them without a parable, but 
privately to his own disciples he explained everything. 4.26 - 34

WHO I AM 


Only when | face the fullness of my 
self can | rest in myself and present myself 
whole-heartedly to God. Yet! suspect that 
there are very few people who can easily 
accept themselves, even though | also 
know that this is one of the deepest needs 
of all. “A life without acceptance is a life in 
which a most basic human need goes unful- 
filled”, writes Peter van Breemen. “Accept- 
ance means that though there is need for 
growth | am not forced. | do not have to be 
the person | am not. Acceptance liberates 
everything that is in me. Only when | am 
loved in that deep sense of complete ac- 
ceptance can | become myself.” 


If | am appreciated for what | do, what | 
achieve, | am not in fact unique since some- 
one else can do the same, and probably 
better than |. When my estimation and 
value of myself depends on what | can pro- 
duce with my hands or with my mind, then 
in Henri Nouwen’s words | have allowed 
myself to become “a victim of the fear 
tactics of the world”. This is the self that 
so often leads me into activity to prove my 
value. But if productivity becomes my main 
way of overcoming self-doubt | lay myself 
open to rejection and criticism, and so to 
inner anxiety or depression. | am con- 
stantly checking myself and my achieve- 
ments. So my productivity really only 
reveals how much | am driven by fear of not 
being up to standard and by an insatiable 
desire to justify myself. lt is only when | am 
loved not for | do but for who | am that | can 
become myself, unique and irreplaceable.

ANTHOLOGY 
NEWS: When the evening news comes on, 
hundreds of thousands of people all over the 
earth are watching it on their TV screens or 
listening to it on their radios. Disasters and 
scandals, scientific breakthroughs and crimes 
of passion, the Cold War and all the smaller hot 
wars, negotiations that fail and others that 
succeed, the perpetual search for peace — 
people sit there by the millions half dazed by 
the things that go to create each particular 
day. Maybe they even try to make some kind 
of sense of it or, if they're not up to that, at 
least try to come to some sort of terms with it, 
try to figure out how it's apt to affect them for 
good or ill. 

There is also, of course, the news that 
rarely if ever gets into the media at all, and that 
is the news of each particular day of each par- 
ticular one of us. That is the news we're so 
busy making that we seldom get around to sit- 
ting down and thinking it over. If it takes some 
extraordinary turn we might, but the unextraor- 
dinary, commonplace events of each day as 
they come along we tend to let slip by almost 
unnoticed. That is, to put it mildly, a pity. What 
we are letting slip by almost unnoticed are the 
only lives on this planet we're presumably ever 
going to get. 

We're all of us caught up in our own small 
wars, both hot and cold. We have our crimes 
and passions, our failures and successes. We 
make our occasional breakthroughs. God 
knows we are searching for peace. It’s all apt 
to happen so quietly and on so small a scale 
we hardly realize it's happening. Only an unan- 
swered letter. A phone conversation. A tone 
of voice. A chance meeting at the post office. 
An unexpected lump in the throat. Laughing till 
we cry. But these things are what it’s all about. 
These things are what we are all about. 

Maybe there's nothing on earth more impor- 
tant for us to do than sit down every evening 
or so and think it over, try to figure it out if we 
can, at least try to come to terms with it The 
news of our day. Where it is taking us. Where 
it is taking the people we love. It is, if nothing 
else, a way of saying our prayers.

ANTHOLOGY 


The great spiritual insight of Benedict is 
being rediscovered. His rule had three 
vows. Esther de Waal gives each of them 
twentieth century meaning. Here is the 
third. 


How | really find God in all of this — both 
in the standing still and in the journeying on 
— must of course depend on my disposition 
and on my openness and willingness to 
hear and to see and to be constantly 
aware of God in my life. And this is where 
the vow of obedience comes in. Really it is 
no more than listening to God — and listen- 
ing is after all the way in which the Rule 
opens.

The vow of conversatio morum is the 
most mysterious of the vows. It means 
continual conversion of life: it means living 
open to change; it means being ready to 
face whatever may be involved in respond- 
ing to Christ's call to discipleship, saying 
“Yes” to his words “Follow me”. | must be 
prepared to put the past behind me, ready 
to move forward into the new, however 
costly that might be. A total and whole- 
hearted “Yes” will mean that | am being 
asked to walk forward all the time. “Do you 
turn to Christ?” — that question asked at 
baptism is a good question for me to ask 
myself at the moments of the small deci- 
sions that make up my life, those occasions 
when | am faced with something that | might 
prefer to neglect, reject, evade. But | also 
know that unless | have the courage to 
journey on all the time | shall never grow 
into the person whom Christ has called me 
to be. The moment in which | feel that | 
have arrived, that | have succeeded, that | 
am now at last complete and can feel satis- 
fied, that is the dangerous moment. It is 
then that | am tempted to stop, to fossilize, 
instead of recognizing that this growth to- 
wards God must go on until the day of my 
death. 


This can be costly. | think that most of 
the time | like what | know and what! feel 
safe with. | am frightened by the unknown 
and the demands that it will make upon me. 
Change does not come at the time that | 
might expect it or welcome it. It sometimes 
seems as though it is going to mean the 
breaking down of all that | had so carefully 
built up. But it is just then that God is telling 
me something that | need to hear.

ANTHOLOGY 


The great spiritual insight of Benedict is 
being rediscovered. His rule had three 
vows.

The vow of conversatio morum is the 
most mysterious of the vows. It means 
continual conversion of life: it means living 
open to change; it means being ready to 
face whatever may be involved in respond- 
ing to Christ's call to discipleship, saying 
“Yes” to his words “Follow me”. | must be 
prepared to put the past behind me, ready 
to move forward into the new, however 
costly that might be. A total and whole- 
hearted “Yes” will mean that | am being 
asked to walk forward ail the time. “Do you 
tum to Christ?” — that question asked at 
baptism is a good question for me to ask 
myself at the moments of the small deci- 
sions that make up my life, those occasions 
when | am faced with something that | might 
prefer to neglect, reject, evade. But! also 
know that unless | have the courage to 
journey on all the time | shall never grow 
into the person whom Christ has called me 
to be. The moment in which | feel that | 
have arrived, that | have succeeded, that | 
am now at last complete and can feel satis- 
fied, that is the dangerous moment. It is 
then that | am tempted to stop, to fossilize, 
instead of recognizing that this growth to- 
wards God must go on until the day of my 
death. 


This can be costly. | think that most of 
the time | like what | know and what I feel 
safe with. | am frightened by the unknown 
and the demands that it will make upon me. 
Change does not come at the time that! 
might expect it or welcome it. It sometimes 
seems as though it is going to mean the 
breaking down of all that | had so carefully 
built up. But it is just then that God is telling 
me something that | need to hear.

The great spiritual insight of Benedict 
is being rediscovered. His rule had three 
vows. Esther de Waal gives each of 
them twentieth century meaning.

The vow of stability tells me that | 
must not run away from myself. It tells me 
to stand still, to stand firm, not in the 
sense of standing still in some geographi- 
cal spot, which of course is simply not 
possible for most of the time in our highly 
mobile twentieth-century world, but in the 
more fundamental sense of standing still 
in my own centre, not trying to run away 
or to escape from myself, the person who 
I really am. Whenever | encounter that 
insidious temptation to say “If only”, 
whether of the past or of the future, | 
must firmly put it away from me, and 
instead tell myself that God is present in 
my life here, in this moment in time and in 
this place, and it is no good searching for 
some other place and time where | 
believe | might find him. “You have a 
home,” Henri Nouwen reminds us that 
Christ is telling us. “I am your home... 
claim me as your home .. . It is right 
where you are .. . in your innermost being 

..in your heart.” The more attentive we 
are to such words the more we realize 
that we do not have to go far to find what 
we are seeking. The tragedy is that we 
try to find that place elsewhere, that we 
wander off searching for it, and so we 
become strangers to ourselves, people 
who have an address, but are never at 
home. And, we might add, unless we are 
at home we shall never be able to receive 
the figure of Christ who stands outside, 
knocking, waiting to come in.

There 
they crucified him, and with him two others, one on either side, and 
Jesus between them. Pilate also wrote a title and put it on the cross; it 
read, “Jesus of Nazareth, the King of the Jews.” Many of the Jews read 
this title, for the place where Jesus was crucified was near the city; and 
it was written in Hebrew, in Latin, and in Greek. The chief priests of 
the Jews then said to Pilate, “Do not write, ‘The King of the Jews,’ but, 
‘This man said, I am the King of the Jews.”

But the tunic was without seam, woven from top to bottom, 
so they said to one another, “Let us not tear it, but cast lots for it to see 
whose it shall be.” This was to fulfil the scripture, “they parted my 
garments among them, and for my clothing they cast lots.” So the 
soldiers did this. But standing by the cross of Jesus were his mother, 
and his mother’s sister, Mary the wife of Clopas, and Mary Magdalene. 
When Jesus saw his mother, and the disciple whom he loved standing 
near, he said to his mother, “Woman, behold, your son!” Then he said 
to the disciple, “Behold, your mother!” And from that hour the disciple 


` took her to his own home. After this Jesus, knowing that all was now 


finished, said (to fulfil the scripture), “I thirst.” A bowl full of vinegar 
stood there; so they put a sponge full of the vinegar on hyssop and held 
it to his mouth. When Jesus had received the vinegar, he said, “It is 
finished”; and he bowed his head and gave up his spirit. 19 17 - 30

FOOTWASHING 


Because we live in a world of 
images some of those images can 
become very powerful for us if we 
become aware of them. Take an 
image that is for millions of people 
connected to this day. On the 
surface it is very simple but it can 
get across an eternal concept. With 
only twenty-four hours left in his life 
Jesus of Nazareth took a group of 
friends which he had formed over 
the previous three years. He took 
them to a rented room for a meal. At 
a certain point in the evening he got 
up, went over to the door of the 
room where there was a container 
of water anda cloth. He picked 
them up, walked back to the table, 
stooped down and took the naked 
feet of one of his friends and began 
to wash it. His friend was appalled 
and he protested, but the protest 
was met by a short and stern 
rebuke. One by one their feet were 
washed by the very person they 
followed and reverenced. When the 
process was finished he put away 
the utensils and told them that what 
he had just done was, as they knew, 
the work of the lowest servant ina 
house. He then told them that he 
had done it to tell them something 
supremely important, that real 
authority, paradoxically, does not 
come from power. Real authority 
comes from the capacity to serve 
others. Not one of us finds it easy 
to live this, but the image of this act 
haunts us for ever.

BIBLE READINGS

As soon as it was morning the chief priests, with the elders and scribes, 
and the whole council held a consultation; and they bound Jesus and led 
him away and delivered him to Pilate. And Pilate asked him, “Are you 
the King of the Jews?” And he answered him, “You have said so.” And 
the chief priests accused him of many things. And Pilate again asked 
him, “Have you no answer to make? See how many charges they bring 
against you.” But Jesus made no further answer, so that Pilate wondered. 
Now at the feast he used to release for them any one prisoner for whom 
they asked. And among the rebels in prison, who had committed murder 
in the insurrection, there was a man called Barabbas. And the crowd 
came up and began to ask Pilate to do as he was wont to do for them.

And they struck his 
head with a reed, and spat upon him, and they knelt down in homage to 
him. And when they had mocked him, they stripped him of the purple 
cloak, and put his own clothes on him. And they led him out to crucify 
him. re they compelled a passer-by, Simon of Cyrene, who was 
coming in from the country, the father of Alexander and Rufus, to carry 
his cross. And they brought him to the place called Golgotha (which 
means the place of a skull). And they offered him wine mingled with 
myrrh; but he did not take it. And they crucified him, and divided his 
garments among them, casting lots for them, to decide what each should 
take. And it was the third hour, when they crucified him. And the 
inscription of the charge against him read, “The King of the Jews.” And 
with him they crucified two robbers, one on his right and one on his left. 
And those who passed by derided him, wagging their heads, and saying, 
“Aha! You who would destroy the temple and build it in three days, save 
yourself and come down from the cross!” So also the chief priests 
mocked him to one another with the scribes, saying, “He saved others;

ENEMY 


Here is what | thought a very fine 
piece in Frederick Buechner’s book 
“Whistling in the Dark”: 

Jesus says we are to love our enemies 
and pray for them, meaning love not in an 
emotional sense but in the sense of willing 
their good, which is the sense in which we 
love ourselves. It is a tall order even so. 
The South African black love the lords of 
apartheid? The longtime employee who is 
laid off just before he qualifies for 
retirement with a pension love the people 
who call him in to break the news? The 
mother of the molested child love the 
molester? But when you see as clearly as 
that who your enemies are, at least you 
see your enemies clearly too. 


You see the lines in their faces and the 
way they walk when they're tired. You see 
who their husbands and wives are maybe. 
You see where they're vulnerable. You see 
where they're scared. Seeing what is 
hateful about them, you may catch a 
glimpse also of where the hatefulness 
comes from. Seeing the hurt they cause 
you, you may see also the hurt they cause 
themselves. You're still light years away 
from loving them, to be sure, but at least 
you see how they are human even as you 
are human, and that is at least a step in the 
right direction. It's possible that you may 
even get to where you can pray for them a 
little, if only that God forgive them because 
you yourself can't, but any prayer for them 
at all is a major breakthrough. 

In the long run, it may be easier to love 
the ones we look in the eye and hate, the 
enemies, than the ones whom — because 
we're as afraid of ourselves as we are of 
them—we choose not to look at all.

ANTHOLOGY 


OATMEAL: Here is a lovely passage, 
simple, wise and down to earth. 


“Many years ago a wise friend gave me a 
name for human love. She called it 
“stirring-the-oatmeal” love. She was right. 
Within this phrase, if we humble ourselves 
enough to look, is the very essence of what 
human love is, and it shows us the principal 
differences between human love and 
romance. Stirring oatmeal is a humble act, 
not exciting or thrilling. But it symbolizes a 
relatedness that brings love down to earth. 
It represents a willingness to share ordinary 
human life, to find meaning in the simple, 
unromantic tasks: eaming a living, living 
within a budget, putting out the garbage, 
feeding the baby in the middle of the night. 
To “stir the oatmeal” means to find the 
relatedness, the meaning, even the beauty, 
in simple and ordinary things. It means not 
to externally demand a cosmic drama, an 
entertainment, an extraordinary intensity in 
everything. Like the rice hulling of the Zen 
monks, the spinning wheel of Ghandi, the 
tent making of Saint Paul, it represents the 
discovery of the sacred in the midst of the 
humble and the ordinary.” 


There's the passage. | thought it very fine. 
It's from a book entitled “We” by Robert 
Johnson. Johnson, who is a Jungian 
counsellor, has three small books out, each 
of them a short series of lectures. Their 
titles are very easy to remember. They are 
called “He”, “She”, and “We”.

OATMEAL: Here is a lovely passage, 
simple, wise and down to earth. 


“Many years ago a wise friend gave me a 
name for human love. She called it 
“stirring-the-oatmeal” love. She was right. 
Within this phrase, if we humble ourselves 
enough to look, is the very essence of what 
human love is, and it shows us the principal 
differences between human love and 
romance. Stirring oatmeal is a humble act, 
not exciting or thrilling. But it symbolizes a 
relatedness that brings love down to earth. 
It represents a willingness to share ordinary 
human life, to find meaning in the simple, 
unromantic tasks: eaming a living, living 
within a budget, putting out the garbage, 
feeding the baby in the middle of the night. 
To “stir the oatmeal” means to find the 
relatedness, the meaning, even the beauty, 
in simple and ordinary things. It means not 
to externally demand a cosmic drama, an 
entertainment, an extraordinary intensity in 
everything. Like the rice hulling of the Zen 
monks, the spinning wheel of Ghandi, the 
tent making of Saint Paul, it represents the 
discovery of the sacred in the midst of the 
humble and the ordinary.”

It's from a book entitled “We” by Robert 
Johnson. Johnson, who is a Jungian 
counsellor, has three small books out, each 
of them a short series of lectures. Their 
titles are very easy to remember. They are 
called “He”, “She”, and “We”.

ANTHOLOGY 


AA: Millions of people know about the 
twelve steps that form the basis of the AA 
program. What we may not know is that 
the structure or system of these twelve 
steps is now being used in many ways 
throughout society as men and women 
battle other things in their lives. | recently 
either read or heard someone saying that in 
his opinion the Twelve Steps are the single 
great contribution of the twentieth century 
to spirituality. However what | wanted to 
share with you today is a fascinating 
section of a letter which Carl Jung wrote. | 
came across it in an interview recently 
given by John Sandford, a Jungian analyst. 
Sandford is talking about the importance of 
being aware about our own capacity for 
evil and weakness. He says that to be 
aware in that way gives us a certain 
protection against evil. He then goes on: 
“But the ego cannot do this alone. An 
empty person is so susceptible to the 
power of evil that he or she is almost 
certain to be overcome by it.” Carl Jung 
knew this and this is why he once wrote a 
letter to William W., one of the founders of 
the AA organization, in which he said, “| am 
strongly convinced that the evil principle 
prevailing in this world leads the 
unrecognized spiritual need into perdition, if 
it is not counteracted either by religious 
insight or by the protective wall of human 
community. An ordinary man or woman, not 
protected by an action from above, and 
isolated in society, cannot resist the power 
of evil.” You may or may not agree with 
that but it's salutary to realize it formed the 
motivation for one of the most successful 
organizations on earth.

ANTHOLOGY 


SPIRITUALITY: | want you for a few 
moments to read about a person speaking 
about his inner life, his spirituality, if you 
want to use that word. You could even use 
the expression “his religion”. But as you 
read | want you to see how wide is this 
spirituality, how very far away it is from the 
stereotypes that many of us have of 
religion. This person has just been asked 
this question: “What are some of the 
safeguards in your life that help maintain 
spirituality?” Here is his answer. “The 
safeguard that has helped me most is 
training in the mystical traditions and in 
psychotherapy. The analytic work from 
psychotherapy has helped teach me how 
to pray...to see prayer as attentiveness to 
the spirit without editing what's there... So 
much of our faith is editorialized. We make 
our life of only “nice” bits which leads to 
hypocrisy and repression and we pay for 
that later. | find myself praying throughout 
the day, particularly in the moming when I'm 
getting dressed and thinking about the 
day's schedule. Knowing what feeds my 
soul is important. Taking a swim, or some 
form of exercise. Taking some time off. 
Reading. Novels are a way of getting into 
the mystical poetical metaphorical world 
which is the world of the soul.” Notice how 
many aspects of spirituality this touches 
on, many of them things that many of us 
would never think of as spiritual, at least 
until recent years. That portrait of late 
20th century spirituality is an indication of 
how vast is the change in religion in 
western culture. By the way the words 
were those of Alan Jones, Dean of the 
Cathedral in San Francisco.

SPIRITUALITY: | want you for a few 
moments to read about a person speaking 
about his inner life, his spirituality, if you 
want to use that word. You could even use 
the expression “his religion”. But as you 
read | want you to see how wide is this 
spirituality, how very far away it is from the 
stereotypes that many of us have of 
religion. This person has just been asked 
this question: “What are some of the 
safeguards in your life that help maintain 
spirituality?” Here is his answer. “The 
safeguard that has helped me most is 
training in the mystical traditions and in 
psychotherapy. The analytic work from 
psychotherapy has helped teach me how 
to pray...to see prayer as attentiveness to 
the spirit without editing what's there... So 
much of our faith is editorialized. We make 
our life of only “nice” bits which leads to 
hypocrisy and repression and we pay for 
that later. | find myself praying throughout 
the day, particularly in the morning when l'm 
getting dressed and thinking about the 
day's schedule. Knowing what feeds my 
soul is important. Taking a swim, or some 
form of exercise. Taking some time off. 
Reading. Novels are a way of getting into 
the mystical poetical metaphorical world 
which is the world of the soul.” Notice how 
many aspects of spirituality this touches 
on, many of them things that many of us 
would never think of as spiritual, at least 
until recent years. That portrait of late 
20th century spirituality is an indication of 
how vast is the change in religion in 
western culture. By the way the words 
were those of Alan Jones, Dean of the 
Cathedral in San Francisco.

ANTHOLOGY 


LADDER: Recently | have been very 
taken with a book by Nikos Kazantzakis 
named "Report to Greco”. You know 
Kazantzakis’ work if you ever saw either 
“Zorba the Greek” or “The Last 
Temptation of Christ”. Incidentally, the 
more you get to know Kazantzakis the 
more you realize that Zorba the Greek 
and the English schoolmaster in that film 
are in many ways the two warring parts 
of Kazantzakis’ psyche. But that's an 
aside. The other thing you realise about 
Kazantzakis is his passion for life and his 
immense and passionate determination to 
wrestle with the mystery of life. For 
Kazantzakis, God is not an idea or an 
organization or a hobby. God is a reality 
to be faced, to be pursued. to be 
questioned, to be challenged. What! was 
particularly struck with was the result of 
this in Kazantzakis’ life. He was 
convinced that, wherever or whatever 
God may be, the road in search of God 
leads upward. In practice what that may 
mean is that we become the kind of 
person who is always healthily 
dissatisfied with what is and insists on 
searching for what is beyond whatis. | 
say healthily dissatisfied because there is 
a very different kind of dissatisfaction 
with life that ends in depression and 
resentment and bitterness. There is a 
famous dream in the Bible which a 
traveller named Jacob dreams of being at 
the bottom of a great cosmic ladder. He 
is called to climb. That kind of religious 
vision can result in a very healthy creative 
human being.

ANTHOLOGY 


REACHING OUT: Every year, just about 
this time | share a certain thought. It's 
about this season. No matter where one is 
originally from, no matter what religion we 
may be, or perhaps no religion, this season 
is impossible to escape. The fact of the 
matter is that modern Christmas is not so 
much nonreligious as it has become a vast 
universal new kind of quasi-religious 
experience. As with any religion there 
exists at the heart of our contemporary 
Christmas a great myth. In that myth 
everyone is happy. If they are not then 
they are outside the myth. In the myth 
everyone is going to the airport or the bus 
or the train station to meet people they 
love. In the myth everyone is giving and 
receiving gifts. Everyone is sitting around a 
family table. Everyone receives and sends 
cards. But you and |, if we take time to 
think for a single moment, realize that 
everyone is not part of this wonderful myth. 
In fact if we really think about it, every one 
of us can bring to mind at least one person 
known to us for whom for some reason this 
is anything but a happy season. A job has 
been lost, a dream shattered, a loved one 
lost, a marriage broken, a love affair gone 
sour. The list is longer but you know what I 
mean. In the euphoria of this season it is 
very easy to forget this. Inceed, even if we 
remember, it is very easy to distance 
ourselves from that sadness in someone 
else's life until the season is over. However, 
if we don't distance ourselves, if we reach 
out to that person, then paradoxically we 
don’t lose Christmas. We discover the 
reality of it.

ANTHOLOGY 


KEATS: John Keats didn’t live very long. 
As far as | can recall he died either in his 
late twenties or early thirties. But in the 
years he had he became immortal. At least 
| suspect Keats will remain immortal so long 
as the English language is spoken and 
beautiful things are appreciated. Of all the 
lovely things he wrote, and they are many, 
perhaps Keats will be most remembered 
for something he said once about beauty 
itself. Let me share what he said, then let's 
think about it a little. Keats wrote, “A thing 
of beauty is a joy for ever. Its loveliness 
increases. It will never pass into 
nothingness, but still will keep a bower quiet 
for us, and a sleep full of sweet dreams, 
and health, and quiet breathing.” Isn't that a 
magnificent statement. In fact the words 
themselves are so beautiful that it is easy 
to miss much of what Keats is saying to us 
about beauty. He is saying that access to 
beautiful things has an effect on us at many 
levels of our being. Notice by the way, that 
he is not saying that we must necessarily 
possess beauty. All that is necessary is 
that beauty “is”, that it exists, and that we 
have access to it. Keats is saying that the 
reason beauty is essential in your life and 
mine, whether it be a single lovely thing we 
do possess, or some element of beauty 
around us, perhaps in our surroundings, our 
buildings, parks, public places -- the reason 
such beauty is essential is that it affects us 
mentally, psychologically and spiritually. 
Notice that he even claims that beauty can 
be therapeutic for our bodies. He speaks 
of “health and quiet breathing.”

ANTHOLOGY 


KEATS: John Keats didn't live very long. 
As far as | can recall he died either in his 
late twenties or early thirties. But in the 
years he had he became immortal. At least 
| suspect Keats will remain immortal so long 
as the English language is spoken and 
beautiful things are appreciated. Of all the 
lovely things he wrote, and they are many, 
perhaps Keats will be most remembered 
for something he said once about beauty 
itself. Let me share what he said, then let's 
think about it a little. Keats wrote, “A thing 
of beauty is a joy for ever. Its loveliness 
increases. It will never pass into 
nothingness, but still will keep a bower quiet 
for us, and a sleep full of sweet dreams, 
and health, and quiet breathing.” Isn't that a 
magnificent statement. In fact the words 
themselves are so beautiful that it is easy 
to miss much of what Keats is saying to us 
about beauty. He is saying that access to 
beautiful things has an effect on us at many 
levels of our being. Notice oy the way, that 
he is not saying that we must necessarily 
possess beauty. All that is necessary is 
that beauty “is”, that it exists, and that we 
have access to it. Keats is saying that the 
reason beauty is essential in your life and 
mine, whether it be a single lovely thing we 
do possess, or some element of beauty 
around us, perhaps in our surroundings, our 
buildings, parks, public places -- the reason 
such beauty is essential is that it affects us 
mentally, psychologically and spiritually. 
Notice that he even claims that beauty can 
be therapeutic for our bodies. He speaks 
of “health and quiet breathing.”

ANTHOLOGY 


CONFESSION: When you and I put things 
into a compartment called religion we 
isolate something which may be more than 
religious. It may be a very deep insight into 
human nature which tells us a great deal 
about ourselves psychologically. Take two 
or three lines which are part of the 
confession in the English Prayer Book, “We 
have left undone those things we ought to 
have done and we have done those things 
we ought not to have done.” What's special 
about that? Well, you would think that the 
writer would link our sense of guilt primarily 
to things we have done which we ought not 
to have done. But first place is given to the 
guilt we feel about things we have not done 
which we should have done. In the world of 
soap operas and of television in general 
guilt is about what we have done. In the 
real world most guilt is not about 
dramatically evil and larger-than-life deeds. 
Most guilt arises from the fact that at the 
end of any given day there are a dozen 
things left undone. Night time demons 
whisper at us. You said you would phone X 
and you didn’t! You didn’t write that letter! 
You didn’t keep your patience with that 
person! Nowadays we know that such 
petty but accumulating guilts can pile up 
and bring tension and even depression. It 
can sometimes help to realize that we 
share such guilt with almost every other 
human being. Even the people about whom 
we are guilty have their own list of things 
undone. We are all in the same boat. The 
person who wrote that insight about human 
nature was Thomas Cranmer. He didn’t 
have a degree in psychology in that I6th 
century but he knew human nature!

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THE REDISCOVERY OF STEWARDSHIP 


For many people in and on the edges of the 
churches stewardship is a word that conjures up 
very negative feelings. It would not be an 
exaggeration, I think, even to say that 
stewardship has a distasteful connotation for the 
majority of churchfolk, including clergy. It 
brings to mind the horrors of home visitations, 
building projects, financial campaigns, and the 
seemingly incessant harping of the churches for 
more money. Ministers cringe at the mention of 
Stewardship Sundays: must they really lower 
themselves to the status of fundraisers once more? 


We should not back away from this aspect of our 
subject. If it is true that stewardship is held 
in some kind of disrepute by Christians 
themselves, then we would be ill-advised to try to 
redeem it until this reality has been squarely 
faced. The point was brought home to me forcibly 
by the testimony of members of the stewardship 
committee of an Anglican diocese in Canada. They 
had devised a method for letting these negative 
feelings about stewardship surface. In their 
visitation of parishes, they first distributed 
blank slips of paper and asked those present to 
write down the first words that came to their 
minds when they heard the word "stewardship". The 
responses obtain in this way astonished even the 
more skeptical members of the committee. Such 
words as the following (and some others that I 
dare not cite in this context!) frequently 
appeared: "money"; “not againi"s.."0h, “ol™s 
"collection plate"; "dammit!"

Or perhaps it is held as a more or less 
acceptable rhetorical sentiment ("We are stewards 
of all that we have"). Rarely does one encounter 
Christians for whom the metaphor represents a kind 
of summing-up of the meaning of the Christian 
life. It is just possible that today one would be 
able to find more people outside the churches who 
are beginning to think of stewardship in holistic 
terms than one finds inside of them. 


Such a prospect is not a happy one, because as 
long as stewardship carries negative connotations 
for churchgoers it is inaccessible for the greater 
purposes to which it could and should be put today 
by Christians. More than that, it is even 
possible that unless it can achieve a more 
expansive and imaginative significance it will not 
even serve for very much longer the functional 
goals that it has been assigned in the past. 
There is no reason why stewardship should not also 
have to do with church finances and management. 
But if it has only to do with these material and 
self-consciously ecclesiastical matters, then it 
will not even serve such purposes adequately for 
very much longer. 

Stewardship, even in the congregation and even at 
the level of basic finances, must from now on find 
its rationale at the heart of the faith, as an 
essential aspect of belief: part of the end- 
purpose, and not merely a means to some ill- 
defined and nebulous spiritual goal.

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STEWARDSHIP COMES OF AGE 


In the decade following World War II, a famous 
German bishop, Hanns Lilje, wrote these words: 


To know that with all that we are and all 
that we have we are God's stewards is the 
answer to a particularly deep yearning of 
the time in which we live, namely, the 
yearning for a vita nova, a complete 
renewal of our life. 


Recently another German Christian, Jurgen 
Moltmann said about the crisis of the biosphere, 
"What we call the environmental crisis is not 
merely a crisis in the natural environment of 
human beings. It is nothing less than a crisis 
in human beings themselves. The only adequate 
response to the great physical and spiritual 
problems of our historical moment is for the 
human inhabitants of the planet to acquire, 
somehow, a new way of imagining themselves. Just 
in that connection, "the steward" is one of the 
most provocative as well as historically 
accessible concepts to contemplate for anyone who 
cares about the destiny of our civilization. 


What is so encouraging - and for Christians of 
conscience at the same time so humbling - is that 
the articulation of this concept as a timely 
image of the human is today being voiced more 
insistently, and often more imaginatively, by 
those outside the churches and their theological 
guilds than by Christians themselves. Recently 
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the use of the metaphor of Stewardship in ecology 
and the life sciences astonishes and even 
unsettles some Christians. We had grown 
accustomed to scientists who were opposed to all 
religion. Now we are hearing a different tune 
altogether. 


What is significant for our notice at the moment 
is that when these same scientific critics of 
religion cast about for any good that might have 
come out of Nazareth, they point with uncanny 
frequency to the concept of stewardship. Here, 
they tell us, is an image of the human that, if it 
were pursued with some imagination and 
seriousness, could offset some of the bad effects 
of a religion that made too much of humankind's 
unwarranted superiority to the natural world. 


En eahort;< the stewardship tradition; which. 1s 
rooted in biblical religion and has of necessity 
been retained in the experience of North American 
Christianity, has come of age. The ancient 
metaphor of the tradition of Jerusalem has become 
a vital contemporary symbol, one that could help a 
disillusioned and threatened civilization find a 
vita nova, to use Hanns Lilje's apt term - a new 
life. Both church and society stand in need of 
precisely such a renovating self-conception. 
Stewardship refers to a mode of being sorely 
needed by an ecumenical Christian movement that 
can no longer count (thank God!) on being the 
darling of power. That mode of being is even more 
badly needed by a world that has fallen into the 
clutches of mindless and inherently destructive 
forces.

When someone we 
know has experienced a deeply significant 
burden, perhaps the threat of a dangerous 
malignancy or the loss of someone very 
near to them, we tend to have certain 
expectations of the person. In the case of 
their illness they will begin treatment and 
thus take hold of it and of themselves. In 
the case of a loss they will mourn for a 
time and then life will go on. When in some 
cases these nice neat things do not 
happen as quickly as we think they should 
we can become impatient. We may even 
become threatened and therefore even 
feel anger at the other person's continuing 
fear or pain or sorrow. At such times we 
might well recall the sensitive and insightful 
statement of Willard Gaylin which | quoted 
a few moments ago.

The author was 
talking about the relationship between 
attitudes we hold and practice and their 
cumulative effect on us. He spoke about a 
quality which we seem to possess in 
childhood and lose in adulthood. It is the 
quality of being largely free from lasting 
grudges and disagreements. You know how 
your child and a friend will sometimes have 
a flaming row. Your child comes home and 
announces that that particular friendship is 
utterly finished. The next day the object of 
that seemingly utter rejection appears in 
your house after school. The two are once 
again as thick as thieves. Why? Because, 
as we know, a child tends to live in the 
present moment. | realize that that is much 
more difficult for us as adults. The stakes 
are higher, the hurt often deep. Yet the 
degree to which you and I can continually 
begin again, continually put the past behind, 
in a word, continually forgive, the more 
healing it is for ourselves. Ironically 
resentment, directed outward from 
ourselves, actually turns in upon us. In this, 
as in so much else, it is true that unless we 
become as a child we cannot enter the 
kingdom of forgiveness.

PARTY: | don't know whether this insight 
is in time for you. It depends on what stage 
you are in life and if a family features in 
your life. | came across it recently ina 
book I was reading about how many- 
levelled and subtle is the mysterious 
activity we call liturgy. A few years ago a 
student at the University of Louvain did a 
study project. One element in it was as 
follows. She got a number of children of 
various ages to take part. To each of them 
she showed three different concepts of a 
birthday party and asked them to choose 
the ideal one. The first picture showed a 
table loaded with gifts with a child standing 
alone in front of the table. The second 
picture showed a small family group eating 
ice cream and cake with one large gift 
packet beside the child's place. The third 
picture showed a large group of adults and 
children eating around a beautifully 
decorated table, no presents. The children 
made their choices. Seventy percent 
chose the third option on the grounds that 
because all the people were happy it was 
a “real” party. Well, all | can say is that I 
was very intrigued. You know that for 
thousands of years Judaism tells a story 
that what all humanity longs for at its 
deepest level can be imaged by a single 
scene, a great banquet table covered with 
food and drink. At this table there is room 
for all. None are higher or lower than 
others. There is sufficient for all. All are 
welcome. All share its joy. As a Jew, Jesus 
of Nazareth knew that story. Interesting 
the result of that survey of children. Maybe 
they know something we adults don't.

Going out again about the sixth hour and the ninth hour, he 
did the same. And about the eleventh hour he went out and found 
others standing; and he said to them, ‘Why do you stand here idle 
all day?’ They said to him, ‘Because no one has hired us.’ He said 
to them, ‘You go into the vineyard too.’ And when evening came, 
the owner of the vineyard said to his steward, ‘Call the labourers 
and pay them their wages, beginning with the last, up to the first.’ 
And when those hired about the eleventh hour came, each of them 
received a denarius. Now when the first came, they thought they 
would receive more; but each of them also received a denarius. 
And on receiving it they grumbled at the householder, saying, 
‘These last worked only one hour, and you have made them equal 
to us who have borne the burden of the day and the scorching 
heat.’ But he replied to one of them, ‘Friend, | am doing you no 
wrong; did you not agree with me for a denarius? Take what 
belongs to you, and go; I choose to give to this last as I give to you. 
Am I not allowed to do what I choose with what belongs to me? Or 
do you begrudge my generosity?’ So the last will be first, and the 
first last.”

ANTHOLOGY 


AFRICA: I saw something recently in the 
Globe and Mail that troubled me. Over 
the last few months there has been an 
exhibition in the Royal Ontario Museum 
which sets out to show the links between 
Canada and Africa over the last century 
or so. It shows many African artifacts. 
The display sets out to acknowledge the 
many attitudes people had to Africa which 
seem to us outdated. In spite of this 
many Canadians who have African roots are 
angry at the display. There was one 
small thing that troubled me in the 
article about all this. The article 
showed a photograph taken some time in 
the late 19th century. It shows a group 
of African women being taught to wash 
clothes by a white Canadian woman who is 
a missionary of some Canadian church at 
that time. The article bids the reader 
look at the photograph and to decide what 
they see. The writer gives two possibi- 
lities. Either we see a silly white 
woman full of colonialist delusions, or 
do we see a strong implication that 
African women did not know how to wash 
clothes before the whites came and 

showed them? Yes, both suggestions are 
valid. But isn't there a third. That 

we are looking at a late 19th century 
young woman who according to the lights 
of her day is expressing the same commit- 
ment as her grandchildren of the Peace 
Corps and CUSO a century later, and who 
is imbued, again according to the cate- 
gories of her day, with exactly the same 
idealism that men and women focus today 
on environmental concerns. Yes, we think 
her assumptions were wrong. 
the assumptions of today may likewise be 
dismissed with contempt in the late 21st 


century.

ANTHOLOGY 


T.S. ELIOT: I know that the poetry of 
T.S. Eliot is not particularly in fashion 
these days but when you come across cer- 
tain things he wrote, or if you remember 
them, you realize that when Eliot was 
good he was very very good. I have always 
been glad that an English lecturer in a 
far away and long ago university steered 
us to Eliot. He was of course very much 
in then. But let all that be. Everything 
has its time being in and then out and 
eventually in again. A couple of weekends 
ago I was in a lonely and lovely place. 
It's at a certain point in the Kananaskis 
Valley where there is a lake. The lake 
itself is formed by a small dam which 
lies out of sight, but on this particular 
afternoon the stillness of the water, the 
surrounding mountains and the sky, just 
at that moment, all became absorbing. 
You will know what I mean when I say that 
the moment became more than those things 
that composed it. At that moment a 
passage of Eliot came back from an after- 
noon English lecture. 

"If you came this way, 

Taking any route, starting from any- 

where, 

At any time or at any season, 

It would always be the same: you would 

have to put off 

Sense and motion. You are not here to 

verify, 

Instruct yourself, or inform curiosity 

Or carry report. You are here to kneel 

Where prayer has been valid. And praye 

is more 

Than an order of words, the conscious 

occupation 

Of the praying mind, or the sound of 

the voice praying. 

The intersection of the timeless moment 

Is here and nowhere. Never and always.

GOODNIGHT: I recently had the experience 
with a grandchild but it recalled the many 
times with our children. If you are a 
parent you know that the last thing you 

do before turning in is to check the child 
ren. The cat or the dog has been let in, 
the door is locked, but then the children 
are checked. There is a particular quali- 
ty to that moment when you see your child 
asleep. I find that it need not be mere- 
ly in infancy years but as long as they 
are around. What does one see? What is 
it that fascinates? There is of course 
the serenity of youthful sleep, the aban- 
doned posture. There is the vulnerabil- 
ity of life, of that particular life 

which is part of your own life. Perhaps 
also there is the utter contrast between 
the unceasing activity of the day and this 
stillness. But I suppose above all there 
is the fascination of looking down at 
your sleeping child and knowing that you 
are looking at part of yourself. Ina 
strange sense the moment is not unlike 
those moments people speak of when they 
have felt themselves to be out of their 
own bodies looking down at themselves. 

In your child's features are nuances and 
glimpses of yourself. There too lie the 
strengths and weaknesses in yourself 
which you know this child will have to 

do battle with in his or her life. He or 
she will come to at least some territory 
you have already been through. And of 
course you realize too in this fleeting 
evening moment that you will more and more 
become spectator to his or her life. I 
am sure that all these things are in your 
mind as you put out the light and leave ' 
the room.

Simple? Yes. Perhaps even a bit old 
fashioned. But I suspect there is 

a truth there. Sometimes when we 
think about the meaning of existence, 
particularly when it is pressing upon 
us, we grapple with mysterious and 
complex meanings to life. One very 
certain meaning to it is this. You 


and I were designed to overcome obstactes. 


We may hate it sometimes but to do 
that brings us alive more often than 
we realize.

“of course always changes the chemistry

I had come to give him the sacrament 

and when I had set out the small con- 
tainers of bread and wine we moved 
through the timeless and simple words. 

We then shared the bread and wine ands 
before ending the few moments,we said 
together that prayer, again so deceptive- 
ly simple, which much of humanity has 
known now for nearly two millenia. We 
call it the Lord's Prayer. Towards the 
end we both said the phrase "lead us 

not into temptation". Afterwards he 
smiled and said it would be rather 

hard to discover temptation in the con- 
dition and the place he was in. We 
chatted about the phrase in the prayer. 

I pointed out that temptation in that 
sense has not the narrow meaning our 
culture tends to give it. It means 

more what we mean by the word test. 

We are really asking that life not 

test us beyond our ability to respond. 

We spoke about how testing his life had 
been over the last year or so. There 
had been a great loss, much pain, some 
illness. After a while I took the 

small sacred vessels and put them back 
in the case. We shook hands and I left. 
One can never remain outside such mo- 
ments. They make one aware of the 
immense and beautiful mystery that human 
life really is. A

Listen - "I was sitting by the ocean one 
late afternoon watching the waves rolling

Being a physicist I knew that the 
sand, rocks, water, and air around me 
were made of vibrating molecules and 
atoms, and that these consisted of parti- 
cles which interacted`with one another by 
creating and destroying other particles. 

I knew also that the earth's atmosphere 
was continually bombarded by showers of 
cosmic rays... All this was familiar to 
me from my research in high energy physics, 
but until that moment I had experienced 
it through graphs, diagrams, and mathe- 
matical theories. But now as I sat on 
the beach my former experiences came to 
life. I saw cascades of energy coming 
down from outer space...I saw the atoms 
of the elements and those of my body 
participating in the cosmic dance of - 
energy,..

That same day Jesus went out of the house and sat beside the sea. And 
great crowds gathered about him, so that he got into a boat and sat there; 
and the whole crowd stood on the beach. And he told them many things 
in parables, saying: ''A sower went out to sow. And as he sowed, some 
secds fell along the path, and the birds came and devoured them. Other 

zeds fell on rocky ground, where they had not much soil, and immed- 
iately they sprang up, since they had no depth of soil, but when the sun 
rose they were scorched; and since they had no root they withered away. 
Other seeds fell upon thorns, and the thorns grew up and choked them. 
Other seeds fell on good soil and brought forth grain, some a hundredfold, 
some sixty, some thirty. He who has ears, let him hear. Hear then the 
parable of the sower. When any one hears the word of the kingdom and 
docs not understand it, the evil one comes and snatches away what is 
sown in his heart; this is what was sown along the path. As for what was 
sown on rocky ground, this is he who hears the word and immediately 
receives it with joy; yet he has no root in himself, but endures for a while, 
and when tribulation or persecution arises on account of the word, 
immediately he falls away. As for what was sown among thorns, this is he 
who hears the word, but the cares of the world and the delight in riches 
choke the word, and it proves unfruitful. As for what was sown on good 
soil, this is he who hears the word and understands it; he indeed bears 
fruit, and yields, in one case a hundredfold, in another sixty, and in 
another thirty." 


READING: You know how all of us as 
parents have looked at our offspring 

from time to time as they sit in front 

of the television. You look at them and 
those terrible statistics about televi- 
sion flood into your mind. You can almost 
see your son or daughters brain disinte- 
grating under the weight of mindlessness 
that pours out between the commercials. 
Even now with my youngest about to cele- 
brate his twenty second birthday I some- 
times hold forth about his wasting time, 
wasting his intelligence etc. etc. to 

all of which of course he pays not the 
slightest notice. But with all this in 
mind I came across something the other 
day from another century which made me 
suspect that this running battle is 
probably an eternal one. Apparently long 
before television as a medium of communi- 
cation there were strong opinions about 
its predecessor, the printed page, which 
we of course have long taken for granted 
and think most worthy. If our kids pick 
up a book most of us almost weep with 
relief. But it was not always so. Here 
is the strong opinion of a certain J.G. 
Heinzmann who expressed his thoughts as 
long ago as 1795. He listed the physical 
consequences of reading. Here they are - 
"Reading" says Heinzmann, "produces sus- 
ceptibility to colds, headaches, weaken- 
ing of the eyes, heat rashes, gout, 
arthritis, hemorrhoids, asthma, apoplexy, 
pulmonary disease, indigestion, blocking 
of the bowels, nervous disorders, mi- 
graines, hypochondria and melancholy". 
Obviously Mr. Heinzmann was not enamoured 
of the printed page. Maybe watching 
television is healthier after all!

ANTHOLOGY

After that there's nothing left. A 
Winding road is much more capable of a 
developing relationship. Bit by bit it 
reveals its personality. {t forces you 
to follow a little more, to search over 
one more hill and around one more bend. 
That is why a winding country road and a 
human being can have a love affair. No 
one every falls in love with a highway. 
In fact I would venture the suggestion 
that highways in fact generate a great 
deal of hate. You couldn't possibly 

hate this little road I am on as I think 
these thoughts. Winding roads are right 
brain. Highways are totally left brain. 
Winding roads are feminine; highways 
masculine. Highways demand the cerebral 
all the time. Every five seconds you 
must read the next commandment or pro- 
hibition or warning. Winding roads don't 
do that. By their very dipping and 


turning they request care and wakefulness. 


I'm sure you have a favourite sideroad. 
For heavens sake don't tell anyone about 
it or all sorts of people will begin to 
use it and the next thing it will become 
a highway!

on looking for what we seek. We meet 
someone who is a help in our quest. We 
discover a rich resource of reading 
matter. We find ourselves slowly but 
surely being enriched in ways we didn't 
expect. But the journey we are on will 
always remain a journey. What we seek 
within ourselves will never be fully 
reached, never fully fulfilled. And 
then, if we are truly fortunate, we may 
one day stumble on a great truth. We 
may come to realize that the great prize 
is not some wonderful breakthrough. The 


great prize is what we have had all along, 


the journey itself.

Then he said to his disciples, ‘’The harvest is plen- 
tiful, but the labourers are few; pray therefore the Lord of the harvest 
to send out labourers into his harvest.’’ And he called to him his twelve 
disciples and gave them authority over unclean spirits, to cast them out, 
and to heal every disease and every infirmity. The names of the twelve 
apostles are these: first, Simon, who is called Peter, and Andrew his 
brother; James the son of Zebedee, and John his brother; Philip and Bar- 
tholomew; Thomas and Matthew the tax collector; James the son of 
Alphaeus, and Thaddaeus; Simon the Cananaean, and Judas Iscariot, 
who betrayed him. These twelve Jesus sent out, charging them, “Go 
nowhere among the Gentiles, and enter no town of the Samaritans, but 
go rather to the lost sheep of the house of Israel. And preach as you 
go, saying, ‘The kingdom of heaven is at hand. Heal the sick, raise the 
dead, cleanse lepers, cast out demons. You received without paying, 
give without pay. Take no gold, nor silver, nor copper in your belts, 
no bag for your journey, nor two tunics, nor sandals, nor a staff; for 
the labourer deserves his food. 9.35 -10.8 | 


GRADES Somewhere in his writing the late 
C.S. Lewis used to use the analogy of 
learning to drive a car. He would point 
out that at first we are very absorbed 

by what we are doing and how we are 
succeeding in doing it. Then there comes 
a time when we realize that we have moved 
beyond all this to the actual business 

of driving and we feel free. Lewis 
applied that to many aspects of life, to 
our relationships with other people, and 
to our relationship with God. Recently 

I was reading the thoughts of someone who 
was reflecting about the rule of Saint 
Benedict. That was the rule of life 
which was accepted by countless. communi- 
ties all over Europe in the Middle Ages 
and still exists in the monastic world 

to this day. The writer, Eric Dean, was 
pointing out that it was precisely the 
promising of obedience to a rule that 
gave those men and women a sense of 
freedom. They could stop examining 

how they were doing. It's rather like 
the modern tendancy to be always wondering 
how we are doing sexually, not realizing 
that it is only when we stop being con- 
cerned how we are doing that we begin to 
discover the mystery and the joy of our 
sexuality. Dean says that this is also 
true of our religious life - "The early 
part of our life is taken up with concern 
about how we are doing. It is difficult 
for students not to be concerned that 
they are getting good grades. But as we 
mature as students we come to be wrapped 
up in the subject we are studying so 

that the business of grades is rarely 
thought of. So long as it is a matter of 
grades we are not very far advanced". For 
some reason that last sentence stays in 
my mind.

ANTHOLOGY 


GRAIL: Some time ago I mentioned an 
insight of Joseph Campbell about a human 
being's life journey or quest. Campbell 
was saying that whereas in Eastern tra- 
ditions a student submits absolutely to 
the teacher, in the west each of us is 
regarded as a unique creature and con- 
sequently has a unique path which we our- 
selves must find. We may and should 


seek guidance, even have a guide or 


guides, but finally we must find our own 
path. Campbell then tells a story from 
an old book - "The Search,for the Holy 
Grail". One day the knights of the round 
table were gathered with King Arthur. 

As they spoke and made plans the Grail 
itself appeared, hovering mysteriously 
among them. It was covered by a cloth. 
All were silent and awed until the Grail 
and the cloth vanished from sight. Then 
Sir Gwain rose and proposed a vow. He 
said "I propose that we all go in pursuit 
of the Grail to behold it unveiled." But 
then they thought it would be a disgrace 
to go forth in a group. Each entered the 
forest that he himself had chosen where 
there was no path and where it was dark- 
est. This last point in the story, says 
Campbell, is where the ancient tradition 
of the Grail becomes profoundly western. 
Each of us takes responsibility for his 
or her own life quest. "What is unknown" 
says Campbell, "is the fulfillment of 
your own unique life, the likes of which 
has never existed on the earth". I was 
immensely taken with that insight. It 
seems to me to be profoundly true. 
Welcome to the path and to the forest 

and to the quest that is uniquely yours.

ANTHOLOGY 


ENVIRONMENT: Every so often one opens the 
paper and sees a discussion about this or 
that piece of parkland. Should a section 
of it be taken for a stretch of road? If 
it is a huge park perhaps a little of it 
would not be missed for a new recreational 
facility of some kind. Then come the 
many opinions about such a step, pro and 
con. It all sounds so very much an issue 
of the 1990's. Well, maybe yes, maybe 
no. What I mean is that all this is one 
of the most ancient of issues. Recently 
I came across a fascinating article by 
Eliezar Segal where he traces the ancient 
guidelines and prohibitions which were 

to be followed to preserve what we would 
call the quality of life in ancient 
communities. As far back as the early 
writing of the Torah we have an order 
that cities of the Levites be surrounded 
by park areas as well as agricultural 
lands. In Spain in the Middle Ages 
Jewish writings in the Mishnah direct 
that recreational parkland is essential 
for the quality of life, also that areas 
designated for parks could not be utilized 
either for residential construction or 
cultivation. There are other fascinating 
elements in this ancient tradition which 
I will share another day. The reason I 
do share them is that many writers, when 
referring to environmental matters, 

like to characterize both the Jewish and 
Christian traditions as insensitive to 
such things. The truth is rather 
different. By the way the quotes were 
from a recent article in the Calgary 
Jewish Star. The writer is Eliezar Segal, 
who I see teaches at the university.

ANTHOLOGY 
MENUHIN: I once had the pleasure of 
meeting Yehudi Menuhin. it was at a 
concert where he was of course the star 
and my humbler role was to give a short 
address on behalf of the annual financial 
appeal for the orchestra. But I always 
remember the gentleness of Menuhin. I ~ 
saw recently where he has been expressing 
his sadness about tendancies happening in 
contemporary religion. Menuhin writes 
"Ideas, ideologies, even religions, are 
often pursued by zealots and fanatics, 
all consciously or unconsciously self 
serving, and placing mankind at large at 
the mercy of groups having no general con- 
cern for life other than their own." That 
sentence drew my attention because I find 
myself readily agreeing with it. But the 
very lovely thing I want to share with you 
comes later in Menuhin's article. It is 
his prayer. "Help me to preserve my 
capacity for wonder, ecstasy, discovery. 


Allow me everywhere to awaken the sense of 


beauty, and with and for others to con- 
tribute to the sum of beauty we behold, 
we hear, smell, taste or touch or are 


otherwise aware of through mind and spirit.

ANTHOLOGY 
COMPASSION: For some reason I think the 
word compassion is one of the lovely 
words of the English language. When one 
thinks a word is lovely one cannot but 
be affected in some way by the meaning 
of the word as well as its sound. For 
whatever reason I have a love of this 
word "compassion" which comes from Latin. 
"Cum" means "with" and "patio" means 
"I suffer". To have compassion for 
somebody is in a sense to suffer with 
them, or to share in their suffering. I 
have a feeling for some reason that com- 
passion is one of the later gifts of our 
lives. I suspect we don't really get it 
until we have begun to have compassion on 
ourselves and on our own vulnerabilities. 
I want to share a beautiful paragraph 
with you. Here it is. "Compassion is 
expressed in gentleness. When I think 
of the persons I know who model for me 
the depths of the spiritual life, I am 
struck by their gentleness. Their eyes 
communicate the residue of solitary 
battles with angels, the costs of caring 
for others, the deaths of ambition and 
ego, and the peace that comes from 
having very little left to lose in this 
life. They are gentle because they 
have honestly faced the struggles given 
to them and have learned the hard way 
that personal survival is not the point. 
Their caring is gentle because their 
self-aggrandizement is no longer at 
stake. There is nothing in it for them. 
Their vulnerability has been stretched 
to clear-eyed sensitivity to others and 
truly selfless love." That's a magnifi= 
cent piece on compassion from "The ` ~ 
Healing of Purpose" by John Biersdorf.

priests and rulers delivered him up to be condemned to death, and 
crucified him. But we had hoped that he was the one to redeem Israel. 
Yes, and besides all this, it is now the third day since this happened. 

They were at the 
tomb early in the morning and did not find his body; and they came back 
saying that they had even scen a vision of angels, who said that he was 
alive. Some of those who were with us went to the tomb, and found it just 
as the women had said; but him they did not sce.” And he said to them, 
“O foolish men, and slow of heart to believe all that the prophets have 
spoken! Was it not necessary that the Christ should suffer these things 
and enter into his glory?’ And beginning with Moses and all the prophets, 
he interpreted to them in all the scriptures the things concerning himself. 
So they drew near to the village to which they were going. He appeared to 
be going further, but they constrained him, saying, ‘Stay with us, for it is 
toward evening and the day is now far spent.” So he went in to stay with 
them. When he was at table with them, he took the bread and blessed, 
and broke it, and gave it to them. And their eyes were opened and they 
recognised him; and he vanished out of their sight. They said to each 
other, "Did not our hearts burn within us while he talked to us on the 
road, while he opened to us the scriptures?” And they rose that same hour 
and returned to Jerusalem; and they found the eleven gathered together 
and those who were with them, who said, ''The Lord has risen indeed, 
and has appeared to Simon!” Then they told what had happened on the 
road, and how he was known to them in the breaking of the bread.

On the evening of that day, the first day of the week, the doors being 
shut where the disciples were, for fear of the Jews, Jesus came and stood 
among them and said to them, “‘Peace be with you.’’

Now on the first day of the week Mary Magdalene came to the tomb 
early, while it was still dark, and saw that the stone had been taken 
away from the tomb.

ANTHOLOGY 


NEW LIFE: I come down the hill after 
the service has ended. I am by myself 
because the family is away and so one is 
aware of one's surroundings in a 
different way. It seems to me that when 
you are with someone else there is a 
part of you invested in them at least 
some of the time. Mind you, there are 
long standing relationships where two 
people can fully be with each other even 
while investing all their senses in 
their surroundings or within themselves. 
Silence at such times need not be taken 


either for inattention or lack of caring. 


Because I am by myself it is as if an- 
other lens clicks in. Singleminded, 
sharply focused, it looks at my surroun- 
dings. I near the house, looking about 


me for any sign of spring or its promise. 


Immediately that thought is followed by 
two sensuous impressions. The first 
is that the tall tree nearby is a great 
orchestra of sound from the birds within 
it. The other is that fer the first 
time I see the contrast between that 
tree and its immediate companion. I 
go for a moment to the bare tree. I 


take the slim end of one of its branches. 


I feel it gently at those furthest out 
points where birth may be taking place. 
And there indeed it is. There under my 
fingers are the tiny wombs of new life. 
The colour in each tiny world is subtle. 
Each is light brown touched with a 
subtle suggestion of green. There in 
embryo is the glory to come. It lies 
against my finger as lovely and as 
delicately drawn as the tiny fingers 

of our own new born children. Wasn't 
it William Blake who talked about 
holding eternity in the palm of one's 
hand. This is that kind of moment.

First Reading Isaiah 52:13-53:12 


Behold, my servant shall prosper, he shall be exalted and lifted up, and 
shall be very high. As many were astonished at him — his appearance 
was so marred, beyond human semblance, and his form beyond that of 
the sons of men — so shall he startle many nations; kings shall shut 
their mouths because of him; for that which has not been told them 
they shall see, and that which they have not heard they shall under- 
stand. Who has believed what we have heard? And to whom has the arm 
of the Lord been revealed? For he grew up before him like a young plant, 
and like a root out of dry ground; he had no form or comeliness that we 
should look at him, and no beauty that we should desire him. He was 
despised and rejected by men; a man of sorrows, and acquainted with 
grief; and as one from whom men hide their faces he was despised, and 
we esteemed him not. Surely he has borne our griefs and carried our sor- 
rows; yet we esteemed him stricken, smitten by God, and afflicted. But 
he was wounded for our transgressions, he was bruised for our ini- 
quities; upon him was the chastisement that made us whole, and with 
his stripes we are healed. All we like sheep have gone astray; we have 
turned every one to his own way; and the Lord has laid on him the ini- 
quity of us all. He was oppressed, and he was afflicted, yet he opened not 
his mouth; like a lamb that is lcd to the slaughter, and like a sheep that 
before its shearers is dumb, so he opened not his mouth. By oppression 
and judgment he was taken away; and as for his generation, who con- 
sidered that he was cut off out of the land of the living, stricken for the 
transgression of my people? And they made his grave with the wicked 
and with a rich man in his death, although he had done no violence, and 
there was no deccit in his mouth. Yet it was the will of the Lord to bruise 
him; he has put him to gricf; when he makes himself an offering for sin, 
he shall see his offspring, he shall prolong his days; the will of the Lord 
shall prosper in his hand; he shall see the fruit of the travail of his soul 
and be satisfied; by his knowledge shall the righteous one, my servant, 
make many to be accounted righteous; and he shall bear their ini- 
quities. Therefore | will divide him a portion with the great, and he shall 
divide the spoil with the strong; because he poured out his soul to death, 
and was numbered with the transgressors; yet he bore the sin of many, 
and made intercession for the transgressors.

Epistle Hebrews 4:14-16, 5:7-9 


Since we have a great high priest who has passed through the heavens, 
Jesus, the Son of God, let us hold fast our confession. For we have not a 
high priest who is unable to sympathize with our weaknesses, but one 
who in every respect has been tempted as we are, yet without sin. Let us 
then with confidence draw near to the throne of grace, that we may 
receive mercy and find grace to help in time of need. In the days of his 
flesh, Jesus offered up prayers and supplications, with Joud cries and 
tears, to him who was able to save him from death, and he was heard for 
his godly fear. Although he was a Son, he learned obedience through 
what he suffered; and being made perfect he became the source of eter- 
nal salvation to all who obey him. 


Gospel John 19:17-30 


They took Jesus, and he went out, bearing his own cross, to the place 
called the place of a skull, which is called in Hebrew Golgotha. There 
they crucified him, and with him two others, one on cither side, and 
Jesus between them. Pilate also wrote a title and put it on the cross; it 
read, "Jesus of Nazareth, the King of the Jews.’’ Many of the Jews read 
this title, for the place where Jesus was crucified was near the city; and it 


was written in Hebrew, in Latin, and in Greek. The chief priests of the 
Jews then said to Pilate, ‘‘Do not write, ‘The King of the Jews,’ but, 
‘This man said, lam King of the Jews.’ ” Pilate answered, ‘'What Ihave 
written I have written.’’ When the soldiers had crucified Jesus they took 
his garments and made four parts, one for each soldier; also his tunic. 
But the tunic was without seam, woven from top to bottom; so they 
said to one another, ‘‘Let us not tear it, but cast lots for it to see whose it 
shall be.” This was to fulfil the scripture, ‘They parted my garments 
among them, and for my clothing they cast lots.’’ So the soldiers did 
this. But standing by the cross of Jesus were his mother, and his 
mother’s sister, Mary the wife of Clopas, and Mary Magdalene. When 
Jesus saw his mother, and the disciple whom he loved standing near, he 
said to his mother, ''Woman, behold, your son!"’ Then he said to the 
disciple, ‘Behold, your mother!’' And from that hour the disciple took 
her to his own home. After this Jesus, knowing that all was now 
finished, said (to fulfil the scripture}, “I thirst.” A bowl full of vinegar 
stood there; so they put a sponge full of the vinegar on hyssop and held it 
to his mouth. When Jesus had received the vinegar, he said, ‘‘It is 
finished’’; and he bowcd his head and gave up his spirit.

MAUNDY THURSDAY: THE SHAPE OF THE LITURGY 


At the heart of it all is the eucharistic action, a thing of an absolute 
simplicity - the taking, blessing, breaking and giving of bread and the 
taking, blessing and giving of a cup of wine and water, as these were first 
done with the new meaning of a young Jew before and after supper with His 
friends on the night before He died... He had told His friends to do this 
henceforward with the new meaning 'for the anamesis' of Him, and they have 
done it always since. 


Was ever another command so obeyed? For century after century, spreading 
slowly to every continent and country and among every race on earth, this 
action has been done, in every conceivable human circumstance, for every 
conceivable human need from infancy and before it to extreme old age and 
after it, from the pinnacles of earthly greatness to the refuge of fugitives 
in the caves and dens of the earth. Men have found no better thing than 
this to do for kings at their crowning and for criminals going to the scaffold; 
for armies in triumph or for a bride and bridegroom in a little country 
church; for the proclamation of a dogma or for a good crop of wheat; for 

the wisdom of the Parliament of a mighty nation or for a sick old woman 
setting out to discover America; for the famine of whole provinces or for 
the soul of a dead lover; in thankfulness because my father did not die 

of pneumonia; for a village headman much tempted to return to fetich because 
the yams had failed; because the Turk was at the gates of Vienna; for the 
repentance of Margaret; for the settlement of a strike; for a son for a 
barren woman; for Captain so-and-so wounded and prisoner of war; while 

the lions roared in the nearby amphitheatre; on the beach at Dunkirk; while 
the hiss of scythes in the thick June grass came faintly through the windows 
of the church; tremulously, by an old monk on the fiftieth anniversary 

of his vows; furtively, by an exiled bishop who had hewn timber all day 

in a prison camp near Murmansk; gorgeously, for the canonisation of S. 

Joan of Arc - one could fill many pages with the reasons why we have done 
this, and not tell a hundredth part of them. And best of all, week by 

week and month by month, on a hundred thousand successive Sundays, faithfully, 
unfailingly, across all the parishes of Christendom, the pastors have done 
this just to bring into being the holy common people of God.

A Letter written recently to the 
editor of a newsletter which 
deals with the interaction of 
nekigion and culture. A previous 
issue was asking what one would 
any to Save of great Christian 
art in a "holocaust". . 


In the January 15 issue you make eloquent 
mention of Gruenewald's Isenheim Altar. 

I have my own choice work of Western 

art to be saved at 'the holocaust.' It 
is the final chorus of the "St. Matthew's 
Passion," and in fact it is the penulti- 
mate chord of that chorus. This cannot 
be described in words. If that were 
possible, of course, we wouldn't need 

the music. To bring it te your notice, 
the whole work moves inexorably toward 
forcing the listener to grasp, not just 
in his mind but in his heart, that God 
came onto this planet offering an over- 
whelming example of love, which was too 
much for us to take. So we killed the 
God of love. 


The penultimate chord (if I remember 
correctly) is a C minor chord, into 
which Bach introduces a dissonant and 
most painful B natural: the realization 
by means of music of what we have done, 
and repeatedly still do. 


The Gospel cannot be expressed by words 
alone, and we should not forget that 
fact. The artist, be he poet, painter, 
musician, architect, reveals an addi- 
tional dimension. Finally, of course, 
the Gospel is always most fully shown 

to us in the examples of individual human 
lives. 


I thought this worth sharing.

It was about how to survive if you lost 
your job because of mergers and layoffs 
and all the things which have since be- 
come chillingly familiar. The writer _ 
of the book was seeing the vast tide of 
change that was going to engulf every 
part of the economy and would bring 
immense personal and social upheaval. 
That writer's name was Richard Bolles 
and what very few people of all the 
millions that bought his book knew 

is that he is himself a priest, one who 
had himself been laid off from the staff 
of a large Cathedral. I was recently 
listening to an interview with Bolles 
and there are a few things I want to 
share with you, beginning with this. He 
is talking about the gifts each one of 
us has and the importance of recognizing 
those gifts. Bolles says - "One of our 
first responsibilities is to do an 
inventory of the gifts God has given us. 
Discerning our gifts is not an arduous 
task. Most of us don't have earthshaking 
gifts. We have gifts that 99 percent of 
the population has, so we tend to think 
our talents are not very spectacular. 
But what makes our gifts unique is their 
pattern. If you have five gifts and I 
have the same five gifts you will inter- 
relate them in a different way I will. 
It's like pearls in a necklace. The 
pearls are our gifts. But how we string 
them together, ah, that's what makes one 
necklace different from another. That's 
what determines our uniqueness." That's 
from WHAT COLOUR IS YOUR PARACHUTE by 
Richard Bolles.

But what makes our gifts unique is their 
pattern.

JOURNEY : 


Many who are on spiritual 
journeys would talk about such things 
as a search for meaning, a groping for 
a focus to their lives, something to 
live for, a centre. The choice of 
language is endless but the reality 
is that a spiritual journey is taking 
place. Sometimes we don't want a 
journey but some kind of instant break- 
through. The fact is that for reasons 
nobody knows some people do get a kind 
of instant breakthrough. They encounter 
someone or they read something or they 
have a certain intense experience that 
is life changing. It may or may:not be 
what they would call religious but it is 
immensely and shatteringly real for them. 
But for most of us those breakthroughs 
are not the way. There may well be 
what I would call small breakthroughs, 
moments when we feel encouraged to go 
on looking for what we seek. We meet 
someone who is a help in our quest. We 
discover a rich resource of reading 
matter. We find ourselves slowly but 
surely being enriched in ways we didn't 
expect. But the journey we are on will 
always remain a journey. What we seek 
within ourselves will never be fully 
reached, never fully fulfilled. And 
then, if we are truly fortunate, we may 
one day stumble on a great truth. We 
may come to’ realize that the great prize 
is not some wonderful breakthrough. The 
great prize is what we have had all along, 
the journey itself.

JOURNEY : 


Many who are on spiritual 
journeys would talk about such things 
as a search for meaning, a groping for 
a focus to their lives, something to 
live for, a centre. The choice of 
language is endless but the reality 
is that a spiritual journey is taking 
place. Sometimes we don't want a 
journey but some kind of instant break- 
through. The fact is that for reasons 
nobody knows some people do get a kind 
of instant breakthrough. They encounter 
someone or they read something or they 
have a certain intense experience that 
is life changing. It may or may:not be 
what they would call religious but it is 


immensely and shatteringly real for them. 


But for most of us those breakthroughs 
are not the way. There may well be 

what I would call small breakthroughs, 
moments when we feel encouraged to go 

on looking for what we seek. We meet 
someone who is a help in our quest. We 
discover a rich resource of reading 
matter. We find ourselves slowly but 
surely being enriched in ways we didn't 
expect. But the journey we are on will 
always remain a journey. What we seek 
within ourselves will never be fully 
reached, never fully fulfilled. And 
then, if we are truly fortunate, we may 
one day stumble on a great truth. We 
may come to realize that the great prize 
is not some wonderful breakthrough. The 


great prize is what we have had all along, 


the journey itself.

ANTHOLOGY 


ASH WEDNESDAY: It's a strange name to 
call a day - Ash Wednesday. It's even 
stranger when you think of what millions 
of people do on this day. Some time 
during the day, maybe before work or 
maybe after, they will go with many 
others, kneel down, say certain words, 
and lift their faces for another human 
being to come to them with a small bowl. 
That person will place his or her thumb 
in the bowl and press it against each 
person's forehead. What's in the bowl? 
Ashes. Ashes of what? Well, every 
springtime Christians recall and re-enact 
the fact that Jesus of Nazareth rode 
into Jerusalem and people waved palms. 
To this day those palms are held in 
worship and then they are kept for a 
year until the season of ashes comes 
around. Then the palms are burned to 
form ashes. As the thumb is placed on 
the forehead and the mark of ash is made 
on one's body the words are said - "You 
are dust and to dust you shall return". 
Is that morbid? Even macabre? I don't 
think so. It's healthy to know who and 
what we are. I remember some years ago 
Rollo May being asked one day how the 
thought of his own death affected his 
living. He said that it immensely 
sharpened his sense of being alive. It 
made life vivid and rich and something 
to be continually savoured. Isn't it 
interesting that on the surface some of 
the old rites and symbols seem to be 
merely picturesque remains of a bygone 
age. But then all of a sudden one is 
brought up short by discovering that an 
ancient and simple rite has tremendous 
therapeutic, psychological and spiritual 
power.

That person will place his or her thumb 
in the bowl and press it against each 
person's forehead. What's in the bowl? 
Ashes. Ashes of what? Well, every 
springtime Christians recall and re-enact 
the fact that Jesus of Nazareth rode 
into Jerusalem and people waved palms. 
To this day those palms are held in 
worship and then they are kept for a 
year until the season of ashes comes 
around. Then the palms are burned to 
form ashes. As the thumb is placed on 
the forehead and the mark of ash is made 
on one's body the words are said - "You 
are dust and to dust you shall return". 
Is that morbid? Even macabre? I don't 
think so. It's healthy to know who and 
what we are. I remember some years ago 
Rollo May being asked one day how the 
thought of his own death affected his 
living. He said that it immensely 
sharpened his sense of being alive. It 
made life vivid and rich and something 
to be continually savoured. Isn't it 
interesting that on the surface some of 
the old rites and symbols seem to be’ 
merely picturesque remains of a bygone 
age. But then all of a sudden one is 
brought up short by discovering that an 
ancient and simple rite has tremendous 
therapeutic, psychological and spiritual 
power.

ANTHOLOGY 


GRUBS: I have said to you a few times 
now how intrigued I have been with Nikos 
Kazantzakis' book called "Report to 
Greco". While it is in a sense an auto- 
biography it is so intense that I think 
it better to pick it up and put it down 
as you would an anthology. A chapter 

at a time is enough. However, I wanted 
to mention one thing. Kazantzakis is a 
deeply religious man. He comes out of 
the centuries long mysticism of Greek 
Orthodoxy and is obviously himself a 
mystic. Like many mystical men and women 
he tends to communicate in very vivid 
images. For instance he is deeply con- 
vinced that we human beings are called 
by God to continually try to transcend 
what we are. Here is Kazantzakis' way 
of expressing that. "I was always be- 
witched by three of God's creatures - 
the worm that becomes a butterfly, the 
flying fish that leaps out of the water 
in an effort to transcend its nature, 
and the silkworm that turns its entrails 
into silk. I have always felt a mystical 
unity with them, for I always imagined 
them as symbols symbolizing the route of 
my soul. For me the grub’s yearning to 
become a butterfly always stood as its 

- and our - most imperative and at the 
same time most legitimate duty. God 
makes us grubs, and we, by our own 
efforts, must become butterflies". I 
realize that some of us would question 
the words "by our own efforts". We 
would want to include a thing called 
grace. But Kazantzakis' vivid imagery 
describes for me much of what he would 
call "the route of my soui". The butter- 
fly, the flying fish, and the silkworm. 
Maybe they speak to you in your own way.
